Favorably on Proposed Power 
House Agreement 


Another step has been taken by the 
eity and the General Flectrio com- 
pany, of London, Engiand, in arriving 
at an agreement under which the 
company can take over the operation 
of the power house for a period of 
yoars. 

On Saturday, the utilities committec 
had before it the proposed agreement. 
which has now been discussed at oon- 
ferences between R. H, Parsons, the 
company’s representative, and the city 
commissioners and power house 
superintendent. 

Nothing very contentious has yet 
been discovered and the agreement 
appears to be fairly satisfactory to 
aldermen and city officials alike. A 
report is being made to council rec- 
ommending that body to go on record 
as being favorably inclined to further 
consideration of the offer, and asking 
that special meetings of council be 
called for the purpose of going over 
the agreénient fn“ detall. ~~ 

This report will be considered on 
Monday night when council will de- 
cide what immediate action is to be 
taken and will probably arrange for 
some especial meetings to be held this 
week. 

Some of the points of the agree- 
ment, as cited at the mecting, are as 
follows:— ' 

The city fs relieved of any further 
capital expenditure on the power 
plant for the next twenty years. 

A new turbo-generator of at least 
5.900 K.W, eapacity is urgently re- 
quired, and this will be installed by 
tne company immediately. 

Under no ciremstances can the city 
incur any loss arising from the opera- 


tion of the plant for the next twenty 


years, 

Half the profits of the company will 
be given to the city, so that the inter- 
ests of the city and of the company in 
the efficiency and economical opera- 
tion of the plant ere equally great 

The profit sharing schemo may be 
regarded as automatic reduction 
of rates. For éxample as soon as the 
company can generate power at a 
net cost of say 1.45 cents, the refund- 
lus os nalf the profits to the city Is 
‘ ivalent to a reduction of the rate 
of 1.65 cents to 1.66, cents.

vided by the company becomes the 
absolute property of the city at the 
end of ten years, 

ti.us in the price of electrio- 

ity with the price of coal according to 
a siding scale retains for the city the 
saiie benefit from a fall in the market 
price of coal, or from exceptionally 
favorable purchases of coal as it now 
receives.

OPENED BY DUKE 


War Veterans Given a Portrait of | 
the Duke and Duchess for 
Their Hall 


On Monday, Sept. 20, his excellency 
the governor-eneral, on his way back 
after what he described as “a very In- 
teresting trip’ to the Peace River d's- 
trict, broke his Journey at High Prairie 
for the purpose bf opening the G. W. 
V. A. memorial hall, which hag just 
been erected there. Th's had heen ar- 
ranged for in accordance with a re- 
quest made to the duke on the con- 
clusion of his visit to the town 6n his 
way north a week previous. e 

His excelency's train arrived puno- 
tually at 10 a.m. and on the station 
the duke was received by the Rev. 
Canon White, who presented Mr. 
Michael O'Grady, the president of the 
High Prairie branch of the G.W.C.A. 
The local veterans, who were drawn 
up on the etation, were then inter- 
viewed by his excellency, who, with his 
staff, then proceeded to the memorial 
hall, accompanied by Rev. Canon 
White, the president and officers of the 
G.W.V.A., and followed in procession 
by the Veterans. The route was lined 
by the school children of the distrivi, 
hold'ng huge sunflowers, making an 
avenuesof greenery which was ¢x- 
tremely effective. On his way his ex- 
cellency estopped and spoke to two 
emall boys, who wore medals wo1 ly 
their father, Mr, O'Neil, in his coun- 
trv's defence. 

The procession reached the hat) at 
10.08 and President O'Grady read @ 
woll-written address of welcome and 
inserted the key in the lock. His ex~ 
cellency turned the key, opened the 
decor, and the beautiful new building 
wa« s00n filled with happy people, The 
interior of the ha showed that the 
“boys't were expert in the art of dec- 
orating as weil as at the more serious 
work of driving back the Hun, their 
efforty having been ably superintended 
by Arthur Key. 

On tho platform with his excellency 
were two officers of his staff, the Rev. 
Canon White, Rev. Father Petour and 
President M. O'Grady. The front seats 
were reserved for the schoo} children, 
the returned men sat next and the re- 
mainder of the hall was filled by a 
large gathering of clvillans. 

After the audience had sung “God 
Gave the King,” the president called 
upon Canon White, who, in a fitting 
epecch, paid tribute to the good sense 
of the peonle generally in building 
useful memorials instead of monu- 
ments. He then offered prayers for 
those who fel] on the field of honor, 
to which the standing audience listen- 
ed with bowed heads. His excellency 
then spoke at length of the patriotism 
of the “boys during the troublous 
days of war, commenting on the fact 
that many of our northern men waik- 
ed hundreds of miles to enlist. Among 
other things he said he was as strongly 
opposed to war as ahyone but believed 
that being prepared to defend our 
eelves was the best way to guard 
against a repitition of the horrors of 
the struggle we have just gone 
through. He congratulated the return- 
ed men on the Peautiful hall and de- 
olared it open to the public. 

The president replied in @ fitting 
manner, thanking his excellency for 
the great honor he had conferred on 
the community and giving essurances 
of the appreciation of all, He then 
called for cheers for the duke, which 
were heartily given, with the addition 
of a tiger. The school chikiren then 
eang “O Canada” very creditably de- 
spite considerable nervousness, 

His excellency delighted everybody 
by presenting to the Veterans for the 
adornment of the hall, large autograph 
photographs of the duchess and him- 
self, upon which the Veterans and the 
public broke into the singing of “He's 
a Jolly Good Fellow.” 

His excellency. left the platform, 
and, accompanied by Pres, O Grady, 
walked down the aisle, where Mrs, 
Travers, widow of the late Capt, Oll- 
ver Travers, M.C.. 49th Canadian Batt., 
who was killed in action, was present- 
ed at the duke'’s request, His excek 
lency conversed with Mrs. Trave.s for 
some minutes, and then passing out oY 
the hall, was escorted back to his tralia 
by the Veterans, 

Before leaving his exceliency fur- 
ther endeared himself to the hearta of 
all by the gracious manner cf meet- 
ing and talking with the large gather- 
ing of schoo] children assembled. 

The vice-regal train pulled out amid 
the vociferous applause of the large 
gathering assembled, which gradually 
dispersed with the feeling that they
